A Ridiculous Reversal 


For at least 35 years, Santa Fe officials said “No” 
whenever the suggestion was made that a crossing be 
at the right-of-way to connect North and South 


Second Ave. 


Then on Feb. 14, 1955, railway officials and a rep- 
resentative: of the Public Utilities commission came 
here, by invitation, to meet with Uplanders for recon- 
sideration of the long-sought improvement. 


C. L. Connolly, assistant engineer for the Sante Fe 
Railway Co. gave a conditional, “Yes.” And so did 
Howard Christensen, senior traffic engineer for the 
commission. 


On Feb. 17, 1955, the Upland councilmen authoriz- 
ed the city’s engineering department to prepare pre- 
liminary plans for the crossing. 





Now after intensive work in preparing plans, mak- 
ing changes in conformity with suggestions from Santa 
Fe engineers and others, the Santa Fe says “No.” 


It is difficult for all Uplanders to understand the 
Santa Fe. 


Frankly, most local people were amazed at the 
1955 approval. At last the time had come! It seemed 
then and ever since then, that it would be only a mat- 
ter of observing routine until the crossing would be 
actually realized. At every turn in the preliminary 
study, Santa Fe officials were very cooperative. They 
knew at all times of the vast amount of work going 
into preparation of actual construction plans. They 
even helped in making those plans. 


Even as late as three months ago, A. M. Shelton, 
who is the current assistant Santa Fe engineer, publicly 
stated to Upland councilmen and local citrus associa- 
tion officials his approval of the Second Ave. crossing 
and also of maintaining the Sultana Ave. crossing as 
at present. 


Then, suddenly, Mayor Donald Carr was verbally 
advised by Mr. Shelton that the Santa Fe has changed 
its mind. The excuse is given that the new crossing 
would multiply the problems of switching loaded cars 
of Upland citrus fruit and that it might be, the new 
crossing would be blocked too long for public conven- 
ience. 


This llth hour view seems hollow and ridiculous. 


If this had been an entirely new idea and if there 
had not been time enough for the Santa Fe to analyze 
the situation, some reason might be attributed to the 
turn-about view. 


This reversal is a major crisis in the plans for the 
development of an active, appealing downtown busi- 
ness community. Our business thoroughfare “dead 
ends” at the Santa Fe tracks. The new crossing would 
have permitted an eventual direct connection between 
the San Bemardino freeway and the business center, 
and the city hall. It would have relieved heavy Euclid 
Ave. traffic and brought many advantages. 


All prospective investors in the business com- 
munity have been advised of the likelihood of this 
major business artery being “opened up” io permit 
full development of the downtown area. 


At the outset of the 1955 approval, the only condi- 
tion expressed was the approval of engineering plans. 
Nothing was said about the switching detail, which 
today is less than it was in 1955. As to safety in cross- 
ing. the installation of modern, automatic gates to 
protect the motorists was recognized then — and siill 
is today — as a major improvement in the community. 


As to passenger and freight trains blocking the 
local crossings, it so happens the present schedules 
are at times of low automotive traffic. Three major 
Passenger trains go through here from 7 to 8:21 a.m. 
At 10 a.m. a freight is here for switching. A train is 
also here at 3:34 p.m. The major freight switching 
occurs between 8 p.m. and midnight. At all times, the 
Euclid Ave. crossing is open — even though the pro- 
posed Second Ave. crossing might be blocked a few 
minutes due to the night-time switching.

15 Years Ago

25 Years Ago 


With the Fourth of July 
celebration past, the Upland 
City council was planning a 


ban on fireworks due to many 
protests. J, F. Sawyer, Up- 
land chief of police, des- 
cribed* the reckless use of 


fireworks as a meniace and 


urged a ban before citizens 
were seriously injured. An 
ordinance was being planned 
prohibiting sale and use with 
the exception of displays by 
organizations under proper 
supervision. 

Company G of Ontario-Up- 
land National guard was 
leaving for camp and 64 men 
from this area were includ- 
ed. 


With institution of a three 
cent postiak rate, and there 
were yet no three cent 
stamps available, the Upland 
post office sold 19,000 one 
cent stamps. In the day after 
the increase 12,000 were pur- 
chased. Soon the new three 
cent stamps arrived in three 
designs in purple. One was 
an Olympiad, the second was 
a George Washington and the 
third was a Lincoln. To avoid 
confusion’ when the higher 
rate went into effect L. N. 
Kirk, postmaster, ordered a 
pick-up at all city mailbox- 
es before midnight and the 
postal staff stamped them 
dated the day before the 
new rate went into effect. 

A combined Piggly Wiggly 
and Safeway advertisement 
listed some prices that re- 
veal how little the dollar 
buys today, by comparison. 
For example a prime rib 
roast was 19 cents a Ib. 
Three center slices of ham 
eost 25 cents. Other prices 
were, shrimp, two No. 2 cans 
19 cents; fancy butter, 20 
cents; Crisco, 3 Ibs. 49 cents; 
P & G soap, 10 bars, 25 
cents; potatoes, 15 Ibs. 13 
cents; bananas, 4 Ibs. 15 
cents; fresh bread, 6 cents.
